ANOTHER BARRIER COES 


Dr. Frank Crane 
Success and Fair Play 


B Y deciding to build the two wharve* on 
the Saanich and Malahat .idea, so a. to 
make possible the inauguration of the Saanich- 
Mill Bay ferry, the Provincial Government is 
adding conuderable to the area and population 
of suburban Victoria. 

Because of the Sooke Hills, which have 
been an effective barrier, the rich Cowkhan 
Valley and the territory beyond have never 
been as intimate with Victoria as the mere 
mileage on the map would indicate that they 
should be. The whole centre area of the 
Island should be directly tributary to this city. 
The construction of the Malahat Highway 
brought Victoria into somewhat closer touch 
with the rest of the Island: but, wonderful 
asset as it is from a scenic standpoint, it is 
quite inadequate as a route for daily and all¬ 
year-round trade because of the long and 
tortuous climbs over the hills. 

As soon as the Mill Bay ferry is in opera¬ 
tion, Victoria will be brought within an hour 
and thirty-five minutes from Duncan at normal 
speed of motor transportation. The route will 
be open every day of the year over the paved 
Saanich highway, acrdls the four miles of the 
Saanich Arm by ferry, and then on by the 
good road of the Shawnigan and Cowichan 
districts—a route through well settled territory 
all the way. which is important to our merchants. 
All the mountain climbing now encountered in 
going up the Island will be eliminated with 
what that meant in wear and tear to cart and 
the element of danger involved in a road 
abounding in bad curves. The new route will 
make the whole centre of the Island almost as 
readily accessible to the heaviest of motor 
trucks and delivery vans from Victosia as is the 
northern part of Saanich now. It will speed 
up the passenger stage busuiesa which, in spilt 
of the Malahat, hat shown surprising develop¬ 
ment during the last year. 

The Malahat will still remain the scenic 
and tourist route, but the Mill Bay 
ferry will relieve the heavy traffic on 
that highway in the Summer and make it 
possible to close it entirely during the wet 
weather without interfering with transportation. 
Considerable expense in the upkeep of the 
Malahat will be sav3d the Government in this 
way. because the great part of the damage to 
it is done in the rainy seasons when the cars in 
climbing tear the surface to pieces. The growth 
in up-Itland traffic by motor is increasing enor¬ 
mously and unless the alternate route were 
provided costly improvements would soon have 
to be made to the Malahat in any case. 

Motor car ferries are breaking down our 
isolation on every tide of us—from Bellingham 
and Anacortes on the East and from Port 
Angeles on the South. Now the new route 
up the Island will overcome what there hat 
been of isolation from the North. It will be 
a good thing for Victoria business houses at 
well as for motorists. The whole Cowichan 
district will benefit through being made more 
accessible and still more attractive for settle¬ 
ment. It was a good stroke of business for 
all island interests to get it through.

T HE declaration of Eugene Lafleur, K.C., 
before the Private Bills Committee of 
the House of Commons that the Dominion 
Parliament has no authority to pass the church 
union bill, challenges special interest on account 
of the eminence of the man who made it. Mr. 
Lafleur, who has been retained as counsel by 
those opposed to the church union measure, is 
the acknowledged leader of the Canadian Bar 
and a lawyer who. in the opinion of his col¬ 
leagues, has no superior anywhere. 

Mr. Lafleur's contention that Parliament 
hat no power to pass the proposed legislation 
is based upon several points. Parliament, he 
says, hat no 'power to merge and incorporate 
people who do not want to be incorporated. 
I he present bill proposes to merge bodies with 
provincial charters, such as the Church of St. 
Andrew and St. Paul, and the First Presby¬ 
terian Church in Montreal. Every court in the 
land, he claims, would hold such legislstion 
unconstitutional. 

Again, the Dominion Parliament cannot 
set up a Federal commission 'to deal with 
provincial property. It muat be a provincial 
commission. Provincial rights are also infringed 
by giving the Union Church control of the 
teaching in the colleges. Education is under 
provincial jurisdiction, according to the British 
North America Act. The diversion of trust 
funds held by provincial corporations is an 
invasion of the provincial field. 

These, briefly, are Mr. Lafleur‘s reasons 
•for questioning the constitutionality of the 
church union bill. 

Lawyers, however, have been known to 
differ and Mr. Lafleur, like every other human 
being, is not infallible. The courts, where the 
cate also is being fought, may decide that Par¬ 
liament has power to pass legislation such as 
that which is now under consideration. We 
have not yet heard the views of the legal lights 
of the Department of Justice. In any event 
there is a long, winding trail ahead of that bill.

When It »s said that Illiteracy Is higher In 
China than In most countries. one means that 
fewer Chinese can read newspapers, magaalnea 
and philosophic and scientific works than Is 
usual In other countries. The difficulty arises 
from the fhet that it takes a bout seven lhousand- 
cna r 4rter* to keep a newspaper In print; not 
aeven thousand characters altogether, but seven 
thousand Individual characters, as different 
from each other aa "a’’ Is from “s.” A Chinese 
typesetter has to dance all over a large room 
looking for each character, and a typesetting 
machine la Impossible because no machine could 
ever hold all the characters which might be 
nbcessary. 

Kvery time something new comes along, 
like Klnstrln’s thelry or the league of Natlona 
of Mendellsrn or helium. It Is necessary to In¬ 
vent a name, either by approximating the sound 
In Chinese or by combining characters accord¬ 
ing to the meaning. The former method la al¬ 
most uoelces. since the charactrra are nowhere 
pronounced the eume on account of dialectic 
differences, such a simple word as Hu. for In¬ 
stance. being pronounced variously aa Hu, Khj, 
Fu and W. 

Furthermore, the word In Itself may not con¬ 
vey any meaning’ to the reader who may see 
It for the first time. It would then he neces¬ 
sary evory time the characters are used to have 
an explanatory note Indicating what they mean. 
Writers then try to find combinations which 
convey the meaning of the words. Whenever 
they can.' they coin a new word by combining 
parte of characters, all of which is very intri¬ 
cate and makes It difficult for any but scholars 
to be literate.

He did this for moro than 
a year, but did not succeed In selling 
any of his brain children until he 
wrote "The Call of the Wild.* It was

Fish Meal And Fish Oil Plant 
Explained to Sidney Board 
of Trade 


8ptcial to Thg Time* 

Sidney, May 14.—Th* regular 
monthly mooting of the Hldn* > Hoard 
of Trade w as held In Wesley Hall on 
Tuesday evening. and developed 
unusual Interest owing to the dis¬ 
cussion that arose on a proposed 
new Industry for Kidney. In addition 
to members of the board, there were 
present several residents of the 
Roberts Bay district, also Frank It. 
Gibbs and H. A. Leigh of the Brack- 
man-Ker Company, who are the 
promotors of the Industry. 

Vice-President J. T. Taylor, who 
occupied tha chair In the absence of 
ITesldent E. Blackburn, Culled upon 
Mr. Gibbs. 

Mr. Gibbs mentioned the fact that 
the llrackman-Ker people were 
pioneers of Industry in North Saan¬ 
ich. their first mill being situated 
here. Ho stated that substantial 
people were Interested In promoting 
this Industry for the production of 
fish meal and fish oil. The three 
basic industries of B. C. were lum¬ 
bering. fishing and mining, and the 
poultry Industry was advancing 
very rapidly as svtdenced by the fact 
that a few years ago B. C. was Im¬ 
porting eggs, but now B. C. poultry* 
men are exporters, and this year had 
shipped fifty cars of eggs of a very 
high grade. Fish meal bad become 
an important product, and mas 
largely used as poultry feed, also for 
pigs and cattle. He explained the 
process, and read the guaruntee from 
the manufacturers of the plant as 
well as testimonials from city offi¬ 
cials and operators In cities where 
similar plants were Installed, testify¬ 
ing that absolutely no smell or 
objectlonal odors could be detected. 
Their process la described as the 
, vacuum one, and ths entire flah is 


used, there being no waste or offal I 
left to |io around the plant. 

Mr L*lgh also spoke in support, 
and Mr. Glbbw replied to many ques¬ 
tions and objections that were ad¬ 
vanced in a vary satisfactory man¬ 
ner. One point of special Interest he 
mentioned was that the B. and K 
people had been in business since 
1171. and had never employed Ori¬ 
ental labor. This was in answer to 
the question as to the character of 
employees. 

After Mr. Gibbs nnd Mr. I<*tgh had 
retired the question was further de¬ 
bated. and It was decided to call a 
special meeting of the board for 
Tuesday, May 17. and it was further 
resolved to appoint a committee to 
secure further information.

This would clear 
the air and let us know better 
the details of our problems 

"HI We recommend that so 
far as possible a record be kept 
of the after history of atudents. 
especially of the high and techni¬ 
cal high schools, and of least 
some graded schools showing 
IBs courses they took. This 
record in time' would enable 
Judgment aa to the business 
value of the various courses and 
the effect of the training on the 
"indent* earning powers. For 
this purpose xve recommend a 
reference to the Inspector with 
Instructions to draft a scheme." 
MOTION DELAYED 
A motion standing in the name of 
Trustee Brown had been waiting for 
aexeral weeks until the committee 
reported, which suggested a system 
of fees for certain classes of stu« 
dents. 

A letter from a citizen suggested 
fees for first year students on ac¬ 
count of the number of pupils who 
did not proceed beyond that year 
Trusts* Brown aald he did not 
agree with some of the recommen¬ 
dations.

TAXATION SET UP 

Third Meeting of Council This 
Week Concludes Eleventh 
Hour Rush 

Formalities In connection with th# 
cl*)' tax levy fur 1924 were com¬ 
pleted by the council last evening. 
Readings were given to th# tax by¬ 
law approved the previous evening, 
and to th# two auxiliary measures, 
cluster lighting and boulevard levy, 
which affect only frontages to thus# 
Improvements. 

Tha compulsion of holding a third 
sessl »n during the week waa Im¬ 
perative by the neceoHtty for final 
passage and registration of the by¬ 
laws by May 15. the last day set In 
tho statute. It Is th# longest period 
for many years which has elapsed 
between the filing of the estimates, 
and the striking of the tax rate, aa 
th# estimates originally pre¬ 

sented on February 1. 

Tho tax rate on the 109 per cent, 
basis on land assessment, and fifty 
per cent, basts on Improvementa 
works out at 39.4 mills on the dollar, 
against 99.72 mills In 1922 on full 
land assessment and 224 por cent, 
on Improvements. The new taxos to 
avoid tho Interest penalty, ar« du« 
to be paid by November 1 . 

Miscellaneous revenue In 1924 will 
represent a total of 9875.099 of 
whlrh 9289.000 comes from water¬ 
works and 9105.000 from trades 
license". Government grants from 
liquor profits, pari-mutuel proceeds, 
and a share of the motor fees, are 
Included in the other Items of rev¬ 
enue. none of which are large, com¬ 
pared with waterworks and licenses. 
The largest Increase is due to the 
advance In trade licenses, to be 
effective during the whole of this 
year, aa compared with six months 
only in 1921 at the enhanced figure 
of the upward revision last year.

IN BUDGET DEBATE 

Conservative Leader Thinks 
Debt Reduction in Year I, 
Only $870,701 

Farmers Need Implements 
Free of Duty. Said R. A. 
Hoey 

I Ottawa. Way 15 -Th# feature of 
the budget debate In the Compton* 
(yesterday afternoon and last evening 
I was a speech by Rt Hon. Arthur 
Melghen. leader of th# Conservative 
opposition, the only other speaker of 
the day, being R. A. Hoey. Progress¬ 
ive. Springfield. MjrJiihn. 

Mr. Meighen challenged the state¬ 
ment of the Acting Minister of Fi¬ 
nance In hi# budget speech that the 
last fiscal year had shown a reduc¬ 
tion In the d#4.« of Iki.MA boo The 
previous year, he said, had showed 
an increase in the net debt of $31.- 
8##.oon. Therefore, according to the 
budget Statement, said Mr. Meighen. 
there must have been an improve¬ 
ment In the net debt nf 882.004.oon. 

"What are the facts?" he asked, 
and went Into a detailed analysis of 
the ftnantca! position of Canada. He 
held that outside of National Rail¬ 
ways and the Government Merchant 
Marine, the improvement for the 
year had been only 9870.791. 

PREMIER TO REPLY 

The Acting Minister of Finance I 
had said that <'aanda had paid oft 
130.900.000 of the national debt. The 
only way that could have been done 
would be if the Nathmal Railways 
had Improved their showing for the 
year by 882 000.noo. said Mr. Meighen. 

“Does this Government suggest 
that th# Nations | Rail wavs are 882,- 
000.099 better off (ban More”* asked 
Mr Meighen. 

*'! will reply to that later.** said 
Premier King. 

Mr Meighen aaid the most claimed 
In newspaper reports Ip National 
Ballwavs net earning* wa« 820,090.- 
ooo. But examination of returns 
made to th# Railway Commission 
showed an operating Improvement nf 
812.040.004. while fixed charges had 
Increased 85.798.040. leaving m net 
nritwnv Improvement of rather more 
than 88.044 000. 

FROM ANOTHER ANQLE 

Haying he would take up the ques¬ 
tion in another way. Mr. Meighen 
stated that In the fiscal year previ¬ 
ous. Mr. Fielding had ndvanced 894.- 
ooo.ooo out of the treasury to the 
National Railways but last year only 
925,040.040 Fad been advanced out of 
the treasury- In 1922-24. however. 
Mr. Meighen continued, the plan was 
adopted of guaranteeing bonds, and 
this was done to the extent of |72.- 
540.400. or practically the difference 
between th# cash advances of last 
year and the year before. This would 
leave a net increase of 943.094.400. 

"We are going into debt over 842.- 
040.004." declared Mr. Metghel. "and 
by a Juggling of figures endeavoring 
to persuade the country that we are 
reducing the debt by 910.444.900 and 
giving this as an excuse for reduc¬ 
ing taxation.’* 

SAYS REVENUE FALLING 

Mr. Meighen wondered how the 
Acting Minister of Finance could 
Justify the /eduction In taxatPm. 
Revenue was going down. It was 
doubtful If the sales tax would bring , 
sa much nexf year ns It had this. 
Mr klelghen doubted If he would 
balance hla budget next year unle«s i 
the same bookkeeping methods were 
employed as were heed this year. He ! 
doubted If the Acting Minister had j 
'any right to reduce taxes at all. To 
a small degree the sales tax and the 
business profits tax were fair meth¬ 
ods. He wondered how the Progress¬ 
ives would reconcile themselves to 
the abolition of the sales tax on 
farm Implements after thev had so 
long pointed to special privllegea. 

A PROTECTION IBT 

Mr. Meighen believed in the pro¬ 
tective svstem and when this coun¬ 
try would have it. it would be bal¬ 
anced equltablv and Just, and there 
would be no ‘gerrymandering 

Free trade, said Mr. Meighen 
might work out In a country which 
had long business exp>rlence. hug* 
population and raat resources of 
banking and finance. For Canada It 
would be disastrous when the Ulnted 


Htates denied Canada access to Its 
markets for any but jaw materials, 
which they needed tft make money. 

J. Millar. Qu’Appelle. asked if the 
I’nlted States did not make its mar¬ 
kets available for t'anadlan imple¬ 
ments and boots and shoes? 

Mr. Meighen replied that no manu¬ 
facturer would reckon on a L’nlted 
States market for such products, 
knowing by previous experience that 
th# duty was likely to be raised at 
any time and make his capital ex¬ 
penditure a loss. 

DUTY-FREE IMPLEMENTS 

Mr. Hoey. Progressive Member for 
Springfield. Manitoba, said the re- • 
qulrementa of successful fanning in¬ 
cluded machlnefy free from taxation I 
and a constant supply of labor at 1 
wages based on the purchaalni: powf r I 
of the dollar The stabilisation of 
the purchaaing power of money, he 
admitted, waa well nigh Impossible • 
But It was necessary that it should 
be kept at tha highest possible aver¬ 
age- 

lie did not believe there was n 
manufacturer in Canada who would 
contend that the tariff waa thr sole 
factor In the success or failure of hla 
business Mr. Hoey defined protec¬ 
tion "aa the protection that manu¬ 
facturers In your constituency. may 
demand at any time." and v revenue 
tariff aa all th# protection that should 
he extended In the Interest* of na¬ 
tional Justice and national progress. 
II# declared the Issue now being 
clarified was not between protection 
and free trade, but between a pro-

GLACIER CREEK 

Work on the Glacier Creek proper¬ 
ty Is being speeded up. sgjrg the 
Portland Canal News. 8!x men are 
now employed, and the mouth of the 
caved-In tunnel has been cleared. 
Aside from some little caving at the 
portal, the tunnel la in good condi¬ 
tion. Considerable necessary outalde 
work haa been done Including prep¬ 
aration of a foundation for the black* 
smith shop.

[ about one hundred and fifty feet fur- 
thur. Both these veins show good 
j ore on the sur|nce and there la every 
reason to expect that they will be 
encountered at depth a a haa bean 
proved in the I>unwell workings. The 
vertical depth at which these veins 
will he cut by the tunnel is approx¬ 
imately 259 feet.
